preme court today in a suit involv­ 
ing the controversy between the Cum­ 
berland Presbyterian Loyalists 
and 
I nionists in an effort to have that 
tribunal pass upon this most import­ 
ant question, and in a measure re­ 
verse its decisions banded down two 
years ago, which was in favor of the 
Loyalists. 


On April 3, 1909, in an opinion de 
■livered by* Judge AL Af. Neil in the 
.case of Landrith vs. Hudgens, from 
j'Lincoln county, the supreme court 
held that the chancery court of Lin- 
) coin county was without jurisdic­ 
tion over the lands and houses de­ 
scribed in the bill as situated in Car 
roil, Weakley and Davidson counties. 
It was further held that 
the 
pro­ 
s' ceedings that were taken 
for 
the 
union were not effective; 
that 
the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church was 
an independent organization; that the 
complainants were not so identified, 
that the defendants were entitled to 
the church property at Fayetteville, 
end that the bill should be dismissed 
with costs. 


The final paragraph of the opin­ 
ion was as follows: 


’ Our conclusion upon the whole 
case is that the proceedings taken 
for union were not effective to merge 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
into the Presbyterian church of the 
limited States of America; that the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church still 
i cmains a vital and independent or- 
ganiation with a general assembly, 
synods and presbyteries; that the de-* 
fondants are truly identical there­ 
with, in doctrine, policy and organic 
subordination; that the complainants
